back when he got it. 

Saw Hardwick Agatin. 

About 3 o'clock Saturday afternoon he 
@eaw Hardwick again. He had not paid 
the money back. and the purchaser was 
angry with him. After some words, 
Hardwick made an attack upon him, so 
Kimbrough says, hit him in the face, 
and then, using a broomstick, smashed 
him over the head several! times. Kim- 
bough left the scene without further 
trouble. 

At 11:30 o'clock at night Kimbrough 
entered a near beer establishment near 
the corner of Decatur and Courtland 
@treeis, and there, while he was getting 
a pistol, which he had bought a few 
days before and had left there, he 
saw Hardwick again. Once more, he 
@ays, he was abused. but got out of 
the saloon without trouble. 

With two friends, Mercer and Far- 
ris Stowers, he left the near 
beer establishment.and soon reached 
Pfedmont avenue. Here they noticed 
that they were followed by Hardwick, 
who, so Kimbrough and Stowers assert, 
was half drunk. 

Hardwick ¢ame up to them and pro- 
posed that they sit down and talk the 
matter of the debt over and see if they 
could not arrive at some agreement.

As Result of Riot Between 
Slavs and, Italians,

RIOTERS FULL OF LIQUOR 


Nearly Every Man Had a Revolver 
and a General Fight Resulted. 
Some of Those Wound- 
ed Will Die. 


Uniontown, Pa., August 2.—Six dead 
and twenty-five others severely injured, 
Some of them fatally, are the results 
of a riot early today between Italians 
and Slays at Gates, on the H. C. Frick 
Coke Company plants, near Mason- 
town. 


There have been factional differences 


between the two races for a long time. 
Saturday was pay day and until after 
midnight a large quantity of 
cants was consumed. Jacob Furance, 
leader of the Italian faction, went to 
the gate of a Slav boarding house and 
defied its tlwenty-five inmates. Imme- 
diately \(Furance and Molanski, leader 
of the Slavs, were engaged in a fight. 
Antillo Ronco, another Italian, went to 
the assistance of the former and this 
was the signal for a genera! fight. 

Revolvers began to crack and Ronco 
fell dead, struck, it is said, by a mis- 
directed shot fired by Furance, to whose 
asSistance he had gone. The injuries 
of the twenty-five men consist of Dullet 
wounds through the body, arms _and 
legs. The most serious wounds were 
received by the Italians. 

A squad of the Pennsylvania state 
constabulary were quickly at the scene 
and nineteen of the rioters were ar- 
rested and taken to Masontown. ‘Mem- 
bers of both factions surrounded the 
jail, demanding that their compan.ons 
be liberated. During Fhe night the jail 
was guarded, and today the men 'were 
brought to Uniontown. :

Winnipeg, Man. August 2.—As a re- 
sult of bush fires that started yester- 
day and still rage for many miles, 
Fernie, B,. C., is wipeq off the map, 
Michel, fourteen miles distant, is in 
flames, and the fate of Hosmer, Olsen 
and Sparwood, intervening towns, is 
in doubt. as they are cut off from com- 
munication. 

More than 100 were reported 
lost, 74 of them in Fernie. A territory 
100 square miles in extent is a seeth- 
ing mass of flames, Through it are 
scattered hundreds of lumbermen and 
prospectors, so that the actual loss of 
life will not be known for days. Much 
property of the Canadian Pacific and 
the Great Northern railroads is de- 
stroyved, including bridges and rolling 
stock burned, so that it is impossible 
to enter or leave the burned and burn- 
ing area. Inhabitants of the affected 
towns have fled to open country to 
seek safety. The railway camps have 
placed all available trains at the dis- 
posal of refugees, and unless there is 
a change of wind within the next 24 
hours, the whole of the Crow's Nest 
Pass country will be abandoned to the 
flames, 

Flames Driven by Gale. 


There is no possibility of estimating 
the loss of life and property which will 
result, for the flames are driven by a 
half gale, making it impossible to put 
up aaxfight against their advance, The 
conflagration is the greatest which has 
ever visited Canada. ¥ 

At present the fire is following the 
crest of the mountain chain above 
Sparwood, eating down into the val- 
leys on either side It is traveling at 
a tremendous rate, and unless there is 
a change of wind. wil! cross the boun- 
dary into Montana within the next 12 
hours. There are thotisands of mines 
and prospectors’ claims in the track 
of the fire, all of which are tn peril. 

Fire-fighting apparatus is of no 
avail, for the air ig filleqg with frag- 
ments of burning wood, and sheets of 
flames seem to leap ahead of the con-

New York, August 2.—Henri Farman, 
who came from Paris to give a series 
of aeroplane exhibitions under the 
management of an American syndicate, 
made his first public flight in this coun- 
try at the Brighton Beach race track 
this evening. 

The exhibition 
extent that it demonstrated the invent- 
or’s ability to fly under favorable at- 
mospheric conditions, and entertained 
some 2,000 enthusiastic spectators. 

Farman traveled from the eastern 
corner of the race track enclosure (to 
the opposite corner at the lojwer turn, 
a distance of nearly a third of'a mile, 
in about 30 seconds, and did not ap- 
pear to be hurrying. In rising, flying 
and alighting, the frail-looking air craft 
displayed a bird-like grace and assur- 
ance that would have delighted the soul 
of Darius Green.

The crowd that had hung on through 
a long wait was well pleased and after 
shouting its congratulations from the 
grandstand, bore down upon the invent- 
or with a rush that threatened damage 
to the aeroplane. :

German Army Maneuvers to Be on 
Mammoth Scale.

Berlin, Tuesday, July 2!.—The publica- 
tion of the orders for the army ma- 
neuvers in the fall of this year, in which 
nearly a million men will be engaged in 
various parts of the country, has 
aroused the most extraordinary interest 
in civil, as well as in military, circles. 
The strength of the army is to be in- 
creased for the time being by no fewer 
than 269,742 men from the _ reserves, 
who, with the standing peace army of 
626,846 men, will brin gthe total under 
arms at the end of August up to 896,588, 
who will fight tactically against each 
other, corps,by corps. 

Cavalry, artillery, infantry, engineers, 
motorists, balloonists, field telegraphers 
and telephonists, cyclists and all the 
branches of the service which look after 
supply and transportation, intelligence 
and communications are to undergo 
searching tests. 

The exercises which attract most, at- 
tention are. naturally the imperial ma- 
neuvers.in Alsace-Lorraine, as this will 
be the first time since the war of 1870 
that maneuvers on such an extensive 
scale will have taken place so near the 


frontier.

National Monetary Commission 
In Favor’ of Publicity 


CORPORATIONS AND BANKS 


Monetary Commission Thinks Law 
Ought to Be -Passed to Prohibit 
Corporations Owning Stock 
in Banks — The Pay of 
Bank Examiners. 


New York, August 2.—In its monthly 
circular the National City Bank of this 
city, presents at length proposed 
changes in the currency legislation by 
congress and digcloses the suggestioas 
which have been made to the national 
monetary commission in session at 
Narragansett. Among the changes 
contemplated are the following: 

“In the reports of condition of na- 
tional banks as now published in 
newspapers, after the call is made by 
the eomptroller of the currency for 
statements, no mention ‘has hitherto 
been required to be made showing the 
liabilities of officers and directors ‘9 
their own institution. It is proposed 
that the law be so amended as to re- 
quire compulsory publication of these 
items in the aggregate. It hag been 
also suggested that the law be amend- 
ed so that no loans to officers of a na- 
tional bank shall be made except upon 
written application to the board of 
directors. Which application shall, be- 
fore a loan be made, be approved by 4 
of the board.

supreme court of the Unite1 
States has held. that it is ultra-vires 
of a national bank to invest 
stock of other corporations. While na- 
tional banks are thus prohibited from 
making such invesiments, there is 
nothing to prevent corporations from 
investing in the stocks of national 
banks. In a number of cases corpora- 
tions, such as trust companies, for in- 
stance, have acquired the control of 
the entire capital stock of national 
banks. It has, therefore, been suggest- 
ed that a lew be passed prohibiting 
corporations from owning stock in na-

tional banks, except such as is 4ac- 
quired in the satisfaction of debts. 
“Probably the most important 
of the suggestions relate to an amend- 
ment of the law fixing a limit upon 
the amount of commercial paper of sin- 
gle or allied interests in which a bank 
may invest. Experience has shown 
that more bank failures have resulted 
from investments of this kind 
from any otner cause. It is: proposed 
to amend the law so that investments 
of the character indicated shall not be 
in excess of a given percentage of the 
total loans of a bank, the object being 
to place a limit upon discounts of com- 
mercial paper emanating from a single 
source or from gources which are close- 
ly related.

Pay of Bank Examiners. 


“It is proposed to change the meth- 
od of compensating bank examiners, 
who are now paid under the fee sys- 
tem, by putting them on a salary and 
expense basis. It is also proposed to 
amend the law s0 as to permit of a 
direct consolidation of nationa] banking 
institutions. At present when two in- 
stitutions are consolidated it can only 
be accomplished bv the liquidation of 
one or the other. It is also Suggested 
‘that the law authorize reports of con- 
dition to the comptroller in duplicate. It 
has been found tnat in the case of dis- 
honest bankers, the duplicate report 
kept in the files of the bank has been 
changed to correspond to the actual 
condition of the bank, so the examin- 
er is unable by comparison to discover 
the discrepancies.”’

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DESPERATE EFFORTS MADE 
BY BOY TO KILL HIMSELF 


Made Two Attempts to Hang Him-'! 


Then Tried to Dash 


Out His Brains. 

Rome,, Ga., August 2.—Ralph Balley, 
a boy 1!8 years old, who is in jail here 
charged with robbing the United 
States mails, has made several desper- 
ate efforts to commit suicide in the 
county jail. By means of strips of 
bedding taken from a mattress in hits 
cell he made two unsuccessful efforts 
to hang himself to the bars of his cell. 
‘Had it not been for the quick arrival 
of Jailer Payne and WDeputy Sheriff 
Sharpe he would have succeeded in 
ending his existence. Finding it Im- 
possible to kill himself by hanging, 
he resorted to the iron bars against 
which he threw his head, thinking 
perhaps he might crush his skull. This 
proved unsuccessful for every time he 
made an attempt he would fall back 
dazed on the hard floor of his cell. He 
was 80 determined to accomplish his 
purpose, and having repeatedly made 
known his intemtions to his fellow 
prisoners, his cell was rid of all avail- 
able things, even the cast iron be‘4- 
steads which were fastened tto the 
sides of the cell with chains. 

Bailey was brought to Rome about 
two weeks ago from Cuattanooga, 
where he had spent four months in 
jail charged with robbing a postoffice 
near the Tennessee line in this state.

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IMPERIAL TURKISH HATT 


All Ottomans on Same Plane With- 
out Distinction of Race or 
Religious Belief. 


Constantinople, August 2.—The impe- 
rial Turkish Hatt, which was read last 
night wbefore the Sublime porte, is pub- 
lished today. It explains that the con- 
Stitution was suspended in the time of 
Safvet Pasha, who was grand vizier 
from June to December, 1878, in conse- 
quence of various intrigues, It declares 
the equality of all Ottomans without 
distinction as to race or religious be- 
lief, proclaims their full liberty and 
Says that all appointments, with the 
exceptions of the ministers of war and 
marine, and the Sheik-Ul-Islam, wil}-be 
made on the advice of the grand wizier, 
who has been invited to form a new 
ministry. 

The hatt further declares that bills 
regarding the organization and  attri- 
butes of the various ministries and re- 
garding the vilayets will be prepared 
according to present requirements and 
submitted to parliament. Following is 
the remodeled ministry: 

The Sheik-Ul-Islam, Jemaliedin Ef- 
fendi; Abdurrahman Pasha, minister of 
justice in the late cabinet, has been ap- 
pointed a minister without portfolio; 
Kiamil Pasha remains a minister with- 
Out portfolio; Hassam Fehmi Pasha, 
minister of justice; Turhan Pasha, 
president of the council; Hadji Akif, 
minister of the interior; Naoum Pasna, 
minister of public works; Zia Pasha, 
minister of commerce; Tewfik Pasha 
minister of agriculture; Nenhmed Aji 
Pasha, minister of pious foundations; 
Rahgib Bey, minister of finance.

JAKE C. MOORE 
ON STAND TODAY 


Star Witness Will Be Heard 
by Convict Investigating 
Committee. 


Jake C. Moore, formerly chief war- 


den of the Georgia penitentiary sSys- 
tem, promises to be the star witness 
before the legislative investigating com- 
mittee this afternoon, 

Colonel! Moore retained 
and is prepared to defend himself from 
charges made against him on the 
Stand during the current investigation. 
Judge John W. Maddox, of Rome, and 
J. D. Kilpatrick, of Atlanta, are his 
legal advisers in the present affair. 

As announced by Judge Maddox on 
last Friday, they will base the defense 
upon the idea that Mr. Moore cannot 
be impeached as he not ahd never 
has. been an officer the state, but 
was only an employee of the prison 
commission, paid by executive warrant. 
They insist he has never taken any oath 
of office, and that there are no pro- 
visions in the law nor in any act mak- 
ing appropriations for the prison com- 
missssion, what his duties shall be, 
The commission in permitting Colonel 
Moore to discharge duties devolving up- 
on members of the prison commission, 
Judge Maddox declares, were violating 
the law. 

During the past week there has been 
considerable testimony 10 the effect 
that Jake Moore was the only mem- 
ber of the prison commission force 
who visited the convict camps regu- 
larly.. Other witnesses have testified 
that he made money out of transac- 
tions in convicts and Was cognizant of 
infractions of the law by deputy war- 
dens, which he made no attempt to 
correct. These inffractions consisted 
in the acceptance by deputy wardens 
of salaries from lessees to whose camps 
they were assigned. 

Mr. Moore was in the court room Sat- 
urday, unknown to the members of the 
investigating committee, and near the 
close of the nearing rose and stated 
he was ready to take the stand, if it 
was desired that he should. The come 
mittee excused him until today. 

Other leading witnesses who will prob- 
ably be heard during the day are Dr. 
W. B. Hamby, a partner of Mr. Moore 
in the convict brokerage business, and

ABULISH CONVICT 
SYSTEM AT ONCE 


(From The Macon Telegraph.) 

The Telegraph hopes that the eystem 
can be abolished at once so as to, in 
the language of the state democratic 
Platform adopted on the 23d of June. 
“completely eliminate any traffic in 
convict labor.” 

But the day after this platform dec- 
laration, on June 24, the governor said, 
in a message to the legislature: ‘‘It 
will be necessary to provide additional 
revenue for the state before you can 
change your mode of handling con- 
victs.” It was thought by many that 
this was intendeg to contravene mildly 
the platform; or, at least, to point the 
impracticability of putting it into ef- 
fect. This is what the governor said 
on July 24, 1908: 


“A most serious problem which wil? 
confront your body is the disposition of 
the penitentiary convicts. You will find 
the report of the prison commission 
full of valuable information with ref- 
erence to the present condition of the 
convicts. 

“As a general proposition, the whole 
system is unsound, in that it too nearly 
Stamps all criminals alike and providés 
no plan for their reformation. I regret 
that | am-not in a position to point out 
the proper plan of handling convicts 
which would prevent competition with 
free labor and bring to their confine- 
meént a Wholesome effort t6 reform as 
well as punish them. ‘ 

“It will be necessary to provide ad- 
ditional revenue for the state before 
you can change your mode of handling 
convicts. We have already reached the 
tax limit prescribed by the constitu- 
tion. J am unable to point out a way 
by which expenditures can be increased 
unless revenue is also increased.” 

And this is what the state platform 
said on July 23: 

“I7. Recognizing that the cardinal 
principle in the enforcement of our 
criminal-laws is the punishment of 
crime, the reformation of the offender, 
and the protection of society, we pledge 
Ourselves to such changes in our con- 
Vict lease system as will completely 
eliminate any traffic in convict labor, 
and as far as possible place the state’s 
convicts upon public works.”

Action of Pennsylvania State Com- 
mittee in Which They Affirm 
Confidence in His Leadership. 


Philadelphia, Pa., August 2.—(Specia].) 
Following are the resolutions adopted 
at the meeting of the democratic state 
central committee of Pennsylvania, in 
which it will be observed that that 
body -renews its confidence in Mr. 
Guffey. id

Practically a unanimous vote: 


The Resolutions. 


Whereas, it is fitting that the democratic 
State organization of Pennsylvania should 
take official notice of the action of the dem- 
ocratic national convention held in Denver 
with reference to the Pennsylvania delegation: 

Now be it resolved. that, reaffirming our 
allegiance to the democracy of the state and 
nation and pledging our earnest support and 
unwavering fealty to the nominees of the 
Denver convention, we, the democratic state 
céntral committee of Pennsylvania, earnestly 
Protest against the action of the national 
convention in regard to the representation 
from this state. 

Although the delegates to that convention 
were obliged to obey the will of the majority, 
nevertheless, we as members of this organiza- 
tion, and citizens of a sovereign state, -insist 
that the action of the convention witb re- 
spect to the Pennsylvania delegation was un- 
just, unwarranted and against ail parliamen- 
tary practice and precedent. 

We oondemn the decision of the temporary 
Chairman of said convention, by which he 
referred to the committee on credentials the 
right of the appointees of the Pennsylvania 
delegation to participate in the deliberations 
of the platform committee and the committee 
on rules and organization and other commit- 
tees. Admitting that each committee is the 
judge of the qualifications of its own mem- 
bers, we deny that by any fiction of parlia- 
mentary law can it be justly made the arbi- 
ter of the membership of other distinct bod- 
ies. By that decision the state of Pennsy!- 
vania, with 84 presidential electors and nearly 
one-half million democratic voters, was ex- 
cluded from all deliberative work of the con- 
vention. Hawaii and Idaho, whose entire 
delegations were contested, had a voice, while 
Pennsylvania was denied representation. 

We denounce as iNegal and undemocratic the 
action of the credentials committee in un- 
Stating the eight members of the Philadelphia 
delegation and the seating of conte ts; 
illegal, because there was no due proof of any 
valid contest; because the contestees held 
duly approved certificates of election from 
the commonwealth of Pennsylvania, accepted 


by 


by the national democratic committee as valid, 


and because no allegation of fraud or attempt 
to prove fraud in the vote or manner by 
which the duly certified members had been, 
elected, was ever made or offered in the 
proper jurisdiction, to-wit, in the courts of 
the city of Philadelphia; undemocratic, be- 


cause the choice of the electors of a constitu- >

We protest against such action of the na- 
tional convention as an evasion of the rights 
of a party organization of a sovereign siate, 
and as a usurpation of authority before the 
legitimate and legal remedies within the state 
were invoked.

Bryan had to say about it, and those 
who have a tendency to criticise him 
about hia attitude toward the south 
should cut this out and keep it. This 
speech was delivered on April 2! in 
New York, and in answer to the ques- 
tion about disfranchising the negroes 
Mr. Bryan sid; ‘The white men of 
the south puts a qualification on negro 
suffrage is self-defense,’ replied Mr. 

‘There is not a community in 
the north that would not put a similar 
qualification under the same circum- 
stances.

That wonderful editogial in The Con- 
stitution last Friday onthe “Story ofa 
Boy, Two Cans of Potteq Ham, a Pig, 
and the Shame of the State,” was such 
a sermon as ! never read in a daily 
It was enough to 
make the rocks cry out. It was enough 
#0 make the hills weep. It was enough 
to lead all Georgians to the mourners’ 
bench. Think of a poor boy, sixteen 
years of age, sentenced to pass with 
hardened crimina!s a term in the chain- 
gang, for stealing two cans of potted 
ham. Think of this helpless, stunted, 
poor unfortunate making the mistake 
of spilling a little hot coffee on the 
warden's pig. and for this blunder of a 
child being whipped to death, or so 
near to it that he died from the effects 
of the cruel lash, and you have a pic- 
ture without any parallel in modern 
history. Think now of members of 
the legislature, who in the face of such 
amazing facts have the heartlessness to 
stand up and plead for the system that 
murdered the poor boy when, upon the 
grounds that, as a state, we are too 
poor to destroy this convict lease sys- 
tem until I91!. What is Christ in the 
heart of every decent, self-respecting 
man and woman in Georgia saying to 
such misrepresentatives of a great 
state? Christ never raised His voice in 
denunciation and scathing rebuke, ex- 
cept against those who oppressed the 
poor, who neglected the inmate of the 
prison. What is He saying now, deep 
down in all our hearts, to such mem- 
bers of the tegislature as plead for the 
continuance of this institution for three 
more heart-breaking years? We know 
what He said to the pharisees. And 
now He ig saying, through all our sor- 
rowing souls, this: 

“Ye time servers, ye hardened, palpi- 
tating, human specimens of delusion and 
deceit, ye lovers of the woman that 
damns more than of the God who saves, 
ye shackle-binders, and ball and chain 
riveters On human flesh, how shall ye 
escape disgrace and infamy with which 
by your voice and vote ye are seeking 
for three more years to blacken the fair 
character of a great state?’ Everybody 
in the legislature seems to be in favor of 
abolishing the lease system—DbDut not a 
majority are in favor of doing it now.

State Can Find a Way. 


To the plea of poverty, as The 
Constitution has pointed out in an- 
other great sermon preached by 
that paper in an editorial 
Saturday, ‘the state can _ find 
way.” Think of it: On the side 
of automobiles, bank accounts, good 
houses and fine clothes and every other 
sort of plenty, Georgia is rich, but on 
the side next to the convicts, the 
imprisoned, we are too poor to stand 
alone. The cartoon of Lewis Gregg Sat- 
urday morning was a sermon in the form 
of .a picture, that made the position of 
Georgia's claim to poverty supremely 
ludicrous, if it were not rather a matter 
for tears. Some of our poor citizens had 
petter be reduced to the necessity of cut- 
ting out one meal a day from their ac- 
customed: three, than to have the con- 
victs live on spoilt vegetables, as some 
of them do-every day, for the next three 
years. Anyhow, if it absolutely breaks 
us ag a state, if it becomes necessary to 
go into the hands of a receiver, Georgia 
had better do it.

PAID GARRARD 


All Walks of Life Were Rep- 
resented in Attendance 
Upon Funeral, 


Columbus, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)— 
One of the most impressive funeral 
services ever held in Columbug was 
that of Louis F. Garrard from “Wild- 
wood,” his suburban home, this after- 
noon. All walks of life were repre- 
sented in the attendance. which was 
unusually large. 

The members of the Columbus bar, 
the local camp of confederate veterans 
and the Red Men attended the funeral 
in a body. Dr. W. A. Carter conduct- 
ed the services. Mr. Garrard was bur- 
ied Th Linwood cemetery, beside his 
wife, Who was laid to rest just thirteen 
weeks ago today. 

Sketch of His Life. 


Louis Ford Garrard was born in 
Columbus November 25. 1847. Hie was 
a son of William W. and Francis Isa- 
bel Garrard. The family moved to Sa- 
vannah, Ga., when the subject of this 
sketch was three years old, where his 
father was engagéd in buSiness for 
several years, when they returned to 
Columbus and moved to “Hilton” in 
Wynnton, where he lived with his: fam- 
ily until his marriage; since which 
time he lived at the family residence 
of the Leonards ,known as ‘‘Wildwood,” 
up to the date of his death. 

in 1!878, Mr. Garrard was put for- 
ward by the peopie of Muscogee coun- 
ty for legislative honors, and in the 
election led the ticket. In the house 
of representatives he was one of the 
committee on finance and was the au- 
thor of the famous “Baby Bond Bi!!,” 
which became a law, and which enabled 
Georgia to float her indetbedness from 
seven to four per cent, thereby saving 
the state thousands of dollars. 


Speaker of the House, 


He was reelected to the legislature, 
and m&de speaker of the house of 
representatives during the term of 1882 
and 1883. While speaker, he compiled 
a code of parliamentary law, which is 
now used by the Georgia legislature. 

Mr. Garrard then retired from poli- 
tics and gave his entire time to his 
profession. In i892 he was elected a 
delegate to the state democratic con- 
vention and wrote the platform. From 
there he was sent as a delegate to the 
Chicago convention, the convention of 
the national democracy, was made a 
member of the committee of resolutions 
and was author of several of the planks 
which formulated that platform 

In February, 1894, he announced 
the United States senate, and was de- 
feated, but the disappointment was 
without sting or humiliation, as he en- 
tered the campaign against great odds. 
After the heated contest was over at 
the capital. he returned, home and at 
once took the stump for democracy. 

A Delegate to Kansas City. 

Mr. Garrard then continued in the 
active practice of his profession and in 
1900 he was again elected as a dele- 
fate to the state democratic conven- 
tion of that year, and by that conven- 
tion chosen a delegate at large from 
Georgia to the national democratic con- 
vention which met at Kansas City. He 
Was chosen by the Georgia delegation 
as the member from that state on the 
resolution committee, and was chosen 
by that committee as one of the 
members of the subcommittee to write 
the national democratic platform of that 
year. 

During the early part of his career 
aS a lawye1, he formed a partnership 
with Judge Mark-H. Blandford, now 
deceased, and this partnership contin- 
ued until it was dissolved, when Judge 
Blandford was elected to the supreme 
bench of Georgia. After that time he 
practiced law alone, until! in 
formed a partnership with his 
Frank U. Garrard, which partnership 
continued until his death. 

Married Miss Leonard, 

On May 20, 1868, he married Anna 
Foster Leonard. the daughter of Van 
de Van Leonard and Frances Ramsay 
‘Darnell Leonard. Their children are 
Louis Ford. Jr.; Frank Urquhart, An- 
nie Leonard (Mrs. Frank G. Lumpkin), 
Guy, Helen, Gertrude and Frances Isa- 
bel Garrard, all of whom were at home 
with their father at the time of his 
death. Two children, William Leonard 
Garrard and Van de Van Leonard Gar- 
rard, are deceased. Mrs. Louis F. Gar- 
rard died on May 9, ![908. 

Surviving him are also two sisters, 
Mrs. Helen G. Glenn, of New York, and 
Mrs. Gertrude G. Harris. of Jackson, 
Miss, and also one brother, Colonel 
William Garrard, of Savannah, Ga.

The counties 
which report this black root are Co- 
lumbia, McDuffie, Washington, Bibb, 
Talbot, Harris, Muscogee, Chattooga, 
Marion, Sumter, Macon, Houston, Pu- 
laski, Dooly, Stewart, Webster, Ran- 
dolph, . Terrell, Calhoun, Dougherty, 
Karly, Worth, Colquitt, Thomas, Brooks, 
Lowndes, Berrien, Montgomery, Tatt- 
nall, Effingham and Pierce. 

This black root attacks the roots of 
the stalk and kills it by causing it to 
wilt. 

During the month of August the de- 
partment is expecting numerous reports 
of anthracnose and cotton rust. These 
are the diseases which attack the bolls 
and ruin the cotton seed. 

In view of the fact of the recently 
greatly increased value of cotton seed— 
for it is no longer considered a waste 
product, but one of the most valuamo 
of the cotton crop—renewed efforts are 
being made by this defartment to com- 
bat this dread disease. 

The Georgia planter is coming to be 
dependable upon the products of the cot- 
ton seed for his main support on the 
farm. The cotton seed meal, when 
mixed with hulls, has come to be his 
chief cattle feed, and cotton seed meal 
when used as a commercial] fertilizer, 
mixed with other ingredients, is the 
generally accepted standard fertilizer of 
the south.

WORK OF PARLIAMENT. 


Only Two Important Measures Pasa- 
ed by the Liberals. 

London, August 2.—Of twelve import- 
ant measures foreshadowed jn_ the 
king’s speech at the opening of parlia- 
ment in January, just two had been 
passed up to the adjournment Saturday 
for the summer vacation. These were 
the Irish universities bill and the ol& 
age pension bill, neither of which was 
opposed in principle by the opposition, 
although the house of lords amended 
some clauses of the pensions bill, only, 
however, to have them rejected by the 
house of commons, and to accept the 
rejections when the bill was returned 
to the house of lords in its origina) 
form. 

The old age pensions will become op- 
erative January !, 1909, so that only 
three months will be chargeable to the 
present financial year and no great fn- 
crease in the budget will be necessi- 
tated. For the first full year, however, 
the ministers estimate that six milliog 
pounds sterling (about $30,000,000) will 
have to be found, and other experts say 
that this is a full two million pounds 
short of what actually will be required. 

The house of lords attempted to limit 
the operation of the bill 60 that it could 
be changed if it did not work satisfac- 
torily after a trial of a few years, but 
the government, backed by the labor- 
ites, insisted that it should pass as 
framed.

10,000 Soldiers 
Riley 


Movingg on Fort 
for the Maneuvers. 

Wopeka, Kan. August 2.—Most of the 
10,000 federal and troops which 


Will participate in the annual maneuvers 


state 


at Fort Riley from August 10 to Septem- 
ber 10, are now on the march, and are 
expected to reach that fort within the 
next few days. One regiment of cavalry 
and one regiment of artillery are alreagly 
at the Fort. 

The heat is telling on the soldiers. 
making it impossible for them to cover 
long distances. The Thirteenth regiment 
United States infantry, arrived ‘bere yes- 
terday after marching four days from 
Fort Leavenworth. The regiment Spent 
Sunday im camp here, getting rested as 
much as possible. The “hike” wil] be 
resumed Monday. A corps of engineers 
is one day ahead of this regiment, and is 
carrying with it the apparatus used in 
erecting and using a monster field 
searchlight which will be used in the 
maneuvers to Icate troops and search 
the field by night. The light wil) enable 
the troops to see 10 miles to detect the 
“enemy.” 

The regiment consists of about 1.500 
men, and is under the command of Colo- 
nel Loughburough. 

While at Fort Riley the engineer corps 
will throw a pontoon bride across the 
Kaw river under as nearly possible 
the same circumstances as would exist 
in actual warfare. 

The 10,000 troops to participate in the 
maneuvers come from Towa, South Da- 
kota, Missouri, Oklahoma and Kansas 
points. The forces will be divided into 
two armies, the “blues” and _ the 
“browns.” and will be carried in various 
formationg against each other in the 
working out of warfare problems.

SELECTING FIELD SEEDS. 


The season is at hand to commence 
the preliminary steps looking to the 
selection of seeds for planting next 
year. 

As a rule—perhaps without an excep- 
tion—the best seeds from the best 
Plants of every kind of farm and gar- 
den crops should be-selected, where it 
is possible or desirable to. produce the 
seeds at home. Perhaps it would be 
more ‘accurate to say that a farmer 
should select the best seeds of every 
crop the seed of which he ordinarily 
produces. There are seme kinds of 
garden vegetables the seeds of which 
it may not bepr acticable or expedient 
to save from ones own crop. Asa rule, 
these are the very ones to which more 
care and skill are,gapplied by the pro- 
fessional seed-growtr, guch as cab- 
bage, turnips, onions, garden peas, to- 
matoes and some others. It is well 
nigh the universal practice to buy 
these seeds. Hence the business of 
growing and handling them has become 
very extensive and lucrative. Reputa- 
ble wholesale seedsmen and sed-vTrow- 
ers vie with each other in producing 
the best seeds of peas, cabbage, let- 
tuce, beets, beans, tomatoes, etc. Hence, 
as a general thing we may be pretty 
sure of getting the best there ts of the 
different varieties named. 

But the skillful, up-to-date farmer 
should make it a regular business to 
select with the greatest care seeds of

The ears, wrapped in paper, 
should be carefully Kept in a dry place 
during the winter, and at the proper 
time in the spring the seeds—rejecting 
the butts and tips—should be planted 
in the breeding patch.

2. You will find no difficulty what- 
ever in sowing three rows of oats in 
each cotton middle where the rows are 
4 feet wide. About the middie to last 


of October put enough cotton-pickers 
at work-in the fleld to keep out of the 
way of the number of oat-drills you 
expect to use. If the surface of the 
ground is fairly clean of grass and 
weeds vou may run the drill, sowing 
seed oats and fertilizer together, with- 
out previously plowing the middles. 
Run the first furrow exactly in the 
center Of the middle and then a furrow 
on ch side of the center furrow and 


one or more similar stalks should be 
above described for next 
year’s breeding patch, and a second 
selection of sufficient to plant the en- 
tire crop may be made from the same, 

The above are practical details that 
may be performed by any farmer. 
course there are processes of artificial 
cross-breeding of different varieties 
with a view to developing and fixing 
an ideal type. But these may well be 
left to the scientific or the professional 
plant breeder.

No. 75, Georgia Experiment Station: 
SELECTING SEED IN THE FIELD. 

In the early fall every farmer should 
make careful selections of the best 
bolls from the plants he judges to be 
best. The seed cotton from each of 
these bolls should be placed in a sep- 
arate package, and given a number te 
correspond with the plant which pro- 
duced it. The total product of each 
pliant should likewise be separately 
preserved, noting the number of bolls 
as well as the total weight and finding 
out the percentage yield of lint. Hav- 
ing now all the facts attainable in re- 
gard to each plant, it will be easy to 
determine approximately which is the 
best plant, and to plant the seed from 
the reserved firat selected bolls under 
the most favorable. conditions. The 
operation should be repeated every 
year, using the main product of the 
best stalks to plant a seeq patch, and 
and the seeds from the few selected 
first choice bolls to plant the next 
breeding patch. 

It may be added that the variableness 
in the yield of certain varieties, whilé 
in. some instances due to variableness 
in\the seasons, is doubtless the result, 
n jother cases, of non-observance of 
somne one or more of the above pre- 

utiops, when selecting seeds with 
the view to further improvement. It 
would be well for one who has been 
endeavoring to seécure by selection a 
highly productive. variety and whose 
efforts have not been followed by de- 
cidedly encouraging results, to discard 
his own variety ang adopt some one of 
those that have secured a high posi- 
tion in the scale of merit and seek to 
still further improve é§it. ; 

The possibilities of the improvement 
oft our varieties of cotton ara very 
large. There ig no known reason why 
the size of bolls. the percentage. yield 
of lint, the length, fineness and 
strength of the fibers may not be 
greatly increased by careful selection

STICKY, TIGHT CLAY SUBSOIL. 

George W. Chaffin, Advance, N. C.—I would 
thank you for information and advice on the 
following subject: I have some dark or 
black, sandy land with a very sticky, tight 
clay near the surface, and in places right 
on top of the land. Wheat is open-headed 
and will not fill; corn and tobacco start 
off well, and look nice until about one-half 
or two-thirds matured, then go to yellowing 
and fire up, going to nothing. Please adyise 
me, through The Constitution, of the quickest 
and best way to get a crop from this land, 
and what crop is best to plant. 

Answer.—I can’t say just what” is 
most needed on such @ soil. It may 
be that it needs under-draining (if lev- 
el); or it may require the addition of 
vegetable matter and deep plowing, in 
order to bring some of that. sticky 
clay to the surface to be mingled with 
the sand, and carry some of the sandy 
surface soil down into the sticky clay. 
Suppose you cover the surface of the 
particular soll with stable manure, or 
with a crop of cowpeas and turn it 
under with a disc plow. I suggest that 
you sow the land im oats next October, 
b fertilize liberally, and sowing in ‘‘open 
furrows.” Then follow with..cowpeas, 
fertilized with acid and potash (10-4), 
If you shall be able to apply stable 
manure, do so at anystime after the 
land is clear of a crop, the earlier the 
better, and plow it in.

Like many other crip- 
ples, he has acquired great facility in 
the use of his disabled members, ard 
he ean swim vigorously. He had gone 
swimming jn the gravel pit pond at 
Morris Plains, but was on shore, some 
distance frone the water’s edge, when 
the cry arose that two 12-year-old 
boys had been upset from a boat, out 
in the. deep part of the pond. 

While others looked on tnactive, with 
frantic -cries of terror, paralyzed by 
fear, Gilligan dragged his fragment of 
a body over the ground intervening be- 
tween him and the water and plunged 
in. He caught one boy before he had 
finally gone down, and swam with him 
to shallow water. Returning, he dived 
for tNe boy who had sunk, and aftera 
long submergence, he brought him also 
to shore, tucked under the stump of 
his arm, and the lad was soon revived 

The story ig a tonic. Most persons 
neeq its admonition to win out in spite 
of handicaps. So long as the heart ig 
brave and unhampered, no other lim 
tations need to count greatly. The 
very process of overcoming shortcom: 
ings gives added power for the latte 
struggles with Hfe. It is not alw, 
to men with the greatest na 
strength who bear the largest share «. 
the world’s burdens, nor to those en- 
dowed with the best equipment who do 
most of its work. The handicapped 
persons are often winners In life’s race, 
because their hearts ang wills have 
made up for deficiencies in body, mind 
or circumstances.
